BELL AND TOLAND. 
TWO CLEAN CANDIDATES. 

Theodore A. Bell was bern at Val- 
lejo in 1872. Educated only in the 
public schools and leaving them at the 
age of 18, he taught school for a few 
years, studying law in his spare mo- 
ments, and passed the examination for 
admission to the bar before he was 
21. Almost at the outset of his profes- 
sional life, he was elected District At- 
torney of Napa county. on the Demo- 
cratic ticket, and four years later was 
reélected. 4 

In 1902, he was the Democratic nomi- 
nee for Congress in the Second Dis- 
trict, which includes the counties of 
Mendocino, Glenn, Colusa, Butte, Sut- 
ter, Yuba, Sacramento, Yolo, Lake, 
Napa, Sonoma and Marin. Though the 
district is strongly Republican, Beil 
defeated Frank Coombs, his Republi- 
can opponent, by a small majority. 

Renominated by the Democrats two 
years ago, Bell was carried away by 
the Republican landslide, although he 
ran far ahead of his ticket. He had 
intended to make the race for Con- 
Kress again this year against Duncan 
McKinlay, who defeated aim in 1904, 
and who has just been renominated 
by the Republicans. Democrats of 
the district say Bell could be returned 
to Congress without difficulty. 

Bell is Supreme Noble Grand of the 
Odd Fellows of California; he ts a 
Native Son, and is Grand Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Eagles. He is marri 
and with his wife an 5-year-o!

UBA’S TROUBLES. 

The uprising in Cuba fs attaining 
proportions that are quite alarming. 
If it continues to grow in seriousness, 
it will, within a time not far in the 
future, pass from the status of an in- 
surrection to that of civil war. While 
the Cuban government declares that 
it is amply able to cope with the up- 
rising, it ig useless to deny that the 
rebels have been quite steadily gain- 
ing in strength and numbers, and the 
situation is such that the United StG&tes 
cannot ignore it. Our peculiar rela- 
tions toward the Cuban republic pre- 
elude indifference on our part to the 
significant events in progress on the 
island. 

The obligations which we have taken 
upon us in relation to the island would 
demand instant intervention if Cuba 
were menaced by a (oreign power, but 
we should be slow to take sides in a 
purely domestic quarrel, unless ap- 
pealed to by the recognized govern- 
ment to assist in restoring order. The 
situation is one of extreme delicacy, 
in any event, and the utmost caution 
will be requisite to avoid placing our- 
seives in a false or equivocal position. 

The insurrection, in its incipiency, 
was nothing more nor less than an 
election quarrel. In the United States 
the quarrel would probably have been 
fought out to a finish through the 
newspapers, and after everybody had 
expressed his, her and its opinion in 
print, we should have settled down to 
an acceptance of the situation, with a 
fixed determination to set right all the 
real or ¢ancied wrongs at the next 
election. But the Cubans have not yet 
learned to appreciate the blessings and 
conveniences of free speech and a free 
press. The arbitrament of the rifle, of 
the vulgar revolver, and eke of the 
murderous bowie and the stealthy sti- 
letto, is more in their line. The “outs” 
are giving the “ins” a decidedly disa- 
greeable time of it, and the question of 
spoils is about the highest principle 
at stake in the contest. 

Very likely, before the Cuban squab- 
ble shall have been ended, the United 
States will be called upon to exert 
some paternal influence in the prem- 
ises. It may be that we shall deem it 
necessary to step in and prevent our 
little friends (rom cutting each other's 
throats. If we do this it will be in the 
way of friendship, and certainly not 
in any mercenary spirit. It will prob- 
ably require at least a generation for 
the Cubans to learn how to behave 


themselves. It may be necessary to

Peck’s work train was left stranded 
and tooting indignant protest on the 
outskirts of town, unable to get past 
the reservation except by jumping. 

Mr. Peck was filled with wrath at 
this unfeeling treatment of his rall- 


that once had been his pride and joy 
he said: 

PECK SAYS WILL FENCE IN. 
“Our tracks were laid over an exten- 
sion of Pacific avenue and on a thor- 
oughfare that has been in everyday 
use since 1859, acting under a permit 
from the city of San Pedro. We will 
attempt to make terms with the War 
Department, and failing in this, will 
probably have to build around the 
reservation. First, however, I intend 
to see if we are not already within 
our rights. I do not like the manner 
in which Capt. Fries has proceeded, 
and I will probably enforce certain 
rights which I have in that locality. 
I own several hundred acres imme- 
diately surrounding the Point Firmin 
light station and it is my present in- 
tention, if the War Department is un- 
reasonable, to fence up all this land 
and prevent ingress or egress to or 
from the lighthouse. Should I do this 
the only way to approach the station 
wopld be by sea, which I do not be- 
eve would prove the most conven- 
dent.“

The South Bay carries a union crew 
and Capt. Sorrensen states that An- 
drew Furuseth, head big chief of the 
Sallors Union, assured his owners be- 
fore the steamer left San Francisco 
that the crew would discharge the 
present cargo of the South Bay, irre- 
spective of whether the lumber was 
shoved to union or non-union long- 
shoremen or yard men. 

Since Monday the amo has been 
delivered from the vessel to the non- 
union employés of the San Pedro Lum- 
ber Company, and everything went 
smoothly arid well. 

This morning Harry Ohlsen, local 
agent of the sailors, acting upon ad- 
vice received from Furuseth, who 
had promised that his dupes would 
handle the cargo, called off the saliors 
on the South Bay. They obeyed, of 
course, like so many cattle. Their 
piaces will be filled by non-union 


men. 
REPORTS ON SHIPPING. 
The report of the local custom- 


house for the month of August shows 
the arrival at this port of seventy- 
eight steamers, sixteen schooners, two 


barkentines and one ship—a total of 


rinety-seven vessels, having a net ton- 
nt ge of 41,233 tons, and carrying in 
crews 1652 sailors. These vessels 


brought 15,915,000 feet of lumber, 6,- 
703,000 shingles, 758,000 laths, 4100 ties,

SANTA MONICA’S TAX LEVY. 


Lower Than Last Year—New Sewerage 
Problems to Be Put Into Hahds 
of Committee. 
SANTA MONICA, Sept. 12.—Al- 
though Santa Monica is this year 
called upon to provide for interest 
and redemption fund on the recent 


valuation than it was last year. The 
rate for the fiscal year 1906-7 will be 
$1.35. This is the rate that is appll- 
cable to the original city. In the an- 
nexed territory the tax will be 13% 
cents less, as the new territory win 
not be called upon to assist in paying 
for the City Hall, bridge and sewer 
bonds floated before the city was en- 
larged. The Palisades will also es- 
cape the later issue of $100,000, as that 
addition was not taken into the city 
until after the bonds were voted. The 
levy for the general fund is 6 cents, 
street fund 30 cents, High School 10 
cents, sewer 5 cents and library 56 
cents. 
COMMITTEE ON SEWER. 

The details for the trunk line sewer 
proposed to connect the beach with 
the Los Angeles outfall sewer at Hy- 
perion are to be worked out by a 
committee consisting of the City En- 
gineers and City Attorneys of the two 
cities. They will call to their add two 
experts, one a lawyer and the other a 
civil engineer. Together the six will 
canvass the situation from a legal and 
an engineering standpoint, and upon 
their report the Tyustees of the two 
cities will take action. Venice cannot 
conceal her desire for hasty action in 
relieving the overcrowded condition of 
the septic tanks. On the other hand, 
Pier Avenue has no desire to have the 
outfall under the pier put into use. 
Santa Monica does not wish to spend 
hef money for a septic tank that 
might be a failure; and least of all 
does she want to establish a septie 
tank system in the face of possibile 
relief via Hyperion.
